wou ld dou btless keep him on a contin­ 
u ou s dog-trot ho long u s lie » remained 
on the dog-watch. 
The clerk seemed 
to think that the issu ing of tabs wou ld 
make him dog-sick and that f*0 cents 
a piece therefor was dog-cheap. 
The 
discu ssions seemed to make the mayor 
dog-weary, and had a similar effect on 
the reporters, who dropped into a sort 
of dog-sleep, and when they awoke the 
ordinance was proceeding in its second 
or third reading. 
After an hou r and a 
ju arter the doggish thing was passed 
u s amended. 
Alderman Rosbrook su ggested that 
some reform was demanded in the mat­ 
ter of lighting the city. 
T hat the gas 
amps were not properly attended to, 
and t he arc lights*were not of maximu m 
brilliancy. 
It was thou ght that some 
economy might be exercised by a ju - 
dieou s 
removal of a nu mber of gas 
lamps and the su bstitu tion of a few arc 
lights 
properly 
located. 
Alderman 
Anderson moved that the 
Fire and 
Water committee investigate and
